Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  32nd  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  three  districts  of  the  Combine,  together  with  an  account 
of  the  activities  of  each  Health  Department  for  the  year  1969» 

The  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Department  of 
Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  No«  1/70. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangement  whereby  my 
services  are  made  available  to  the  Crawley  U.D.C.  on  a  temporary 
basis.  In  last  year's  report  I  mentioned  that  Crawley  had  made 
application  for  delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  in  addition  to 
Education.  Although  responsibility  for  the  latter  will  be  assumed 
by  the  District  Council  on  October  1st  next,  this  will  not  apply  to 
the  School  Medical  Service,  nor  has  approval  been  given  to  delega¬ 
tion  of  Health  and  Welfare  functions.  The  Council  therefore  feel 
the  time  inopportune  to  appoint  their  own  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  has  continued  their 
period  of  approval  to  the  30th  September  next. 

Details  of  Vital  Statistics  for  the  individual  districts  are 
shown  in  the  first  two  pages  of  each  section.  In  the  Horsham  Urban 
District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  rose  from  26,080  to 
26,360;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17 06,  while  the  corrected 
Death  Rate  dropped  further  to  9°30.  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  l6o. 
In  the  Horsham  Rural  District  also  the  Estimated  Resident  Population 
figure  showed  a  rise  of  630  from  28,160  to  28,810;  the  corrected 
Birth  Rate  dropped  to  13.3,  while  the  corrected  Death  Rate  rose 
slightly  to  9.8,  Births  exceeded  deaths  by  96.  In  the  Petworth 
Rural  District  the  Estimated  Resident  Population  was  given  as 
10,910,  a  fall  of  30;  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  dropped  to  14.8 
and  the  corrected  Death  Rate  was  9° 7  Deaths  exceeded  births  by 

18. 


A  detailed  table  of  causes  of  death  appears  for  each  district; 
it  will  be  seen  that  these  are  again  listed  in  the  new  form  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  1963, 
which  calls  for  a  greater  breakdown  of  categories.  The  complete 
classification  is  now  made  under  63  headings,  but  the  tables  for 
the  Horsham  Urban,  Horsham  Rural  and  Petworth  Rural  Districts  show 
respectively  40,  33  and  29  respectively,  the  reason  being  that 
those  headings  with  no  deaths  allocated  are  omitted.  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  in  the  area  of  the  Combine  accounted  for  6 
deaths,  as  compared  with  12  in  1968.  Eight  deaths  resulted  from

other  accidental  causes  -  3  men  and  3  women,  as  compared  with  13 
during  the  previous  year* 

Malignant  disease  continued  its  steady  overall  increase,  with 
127  deaths  as  against  102  in  the  previous  year0  Of  these,  28  were 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus,  as  in  1968 *  Each  year  the 
proportion  of  deaths  of  women  from  this  cause  rises;  19  of  the 
deaths  were  in  males  and  9  in  females * 

Infectious  Disease 


The  most  striking  feature  of  the  notifiable  diseases  was  the 
drop  for  the  second  year  running  in  Measles  notificationQ  Normally 
this  disease  shows  a  marked  biennial  rise,  but  the  figures  are  31 
for  1969 ,  112  for  1968  and  1,410  for  1967°  The  failure  last  year 
to  show  what  would  have  been  the  expected  peak,  is  due  undoubtedly 
to  the  campaign  for  immunisation,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
numbers  so  far  protected  are  relatively  small o  This  was  due  in 
part  to  suspension  of  the  campaign  in  June,  owing  to  shortage  of 
vaccine  * 

Early  in  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  at 
a  fairly  new  County  Primary  School  on  the  east  side  of  Horsham;  by 
the  time  the  Public  Health  Department  became  aware  of  this,  as  a 
result  of  the  admission  to  hospital  in  Brighton  of  a  child  taken 
suddenly  ill  at  the  Ice  kink,  it  was  clear  that  the  first  cases 
must  have  occurred  2-3  weeks  previously »  As  a  result,  particular¬ 
ly  energetic  measures  were  needed  to  contain  the  spread,  and  through 
family  contact  other  cases  came  to  light  at  several  schools  and  at 
nurseries,  while  four  were  traced  among  canteen  assistants*  For¬ 
tunately  all  possible  co-operation  was  given  by  the  staff  of  the 
original  school  once  the  nature  of  the  trouble  was  realised 0  By 
the  end  of  the  quarter,  74  cases  had  been  notified  among  Horsham 
Urban  children  and  13  among  those  living  in  the  adjacent  Rural 
area* 


The  last  two  months  of  1969  saw  the  start  of  what  proved  to 
be  the  most  widespread  and  troublesome  influenza  outbreak  for  many 
years*  Twelve  months  earlier  there  had  been  a  number  of  isolations 
of  the  Hong-Kong  variant  of  Influenza  A *2  virus,  but  the  extensive 
outbreak  then  forecast  did  not  take  place*  »Vhy  the  position  in 
1969/70  was  so  different  is  difficult  to  understand,  but  the  main 
features  were  widespread  infection,  the  severity  of  attack,  the 
high  proportion  of  chest  complications  and  the  apparent  failure 
of  prophylactic  influenza  vaccination  to  protect  the  recipients* 

Food  Poisoning 

(a)  Notified  Cases 

During  the  year,  no  formal  notifications  were  received  in 
respect  of  cases  occurring  in  the  Horsham  Urban  District,  but  seven 
were  notified  in  the  Rural.  Five  of  these  were  among  boys  wno  were 
boarders  at  a  school  in  the  area  and  we  were  first  told  early  in 
October  by  the  Medical  Officer  that  there  had  recently  been  a  number 
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of  cases  of  gastro-enteritis  in  the  school  and  that  the  Redhill 
Laboratory  had  just  reported  the  finding  of  a  salmonella,  not  then 
typed,  in  two  faecal  specimens  from  boys  affected.  Our  help  was 
requested.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  five  boys  were  still 
in  the  sanatorium,  including  the  two  with  positive  reports,  both  of 
whom  had  a  history  of  fever  for  several  days  after  the  onset  of 
symptoms.  The  other  three  boys  had  milder  symptoms  and  it  was  re¬ 
vealed  that  another  five,  who  had  complained  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea, 
had  been  discharged.  It  was  felt  from  the  beginning  that  we  were 
probably  dealing  with  two  different  and  unrelated  causes,  namely 
salmonellosis  and  epidemic  gastro-enteritis  of  viral  origin.  Many 
specimens  were  collected  during  the  next  few  wee^s  and  found  to  be 
negative  for  pathogens,  a  fact  which  supported  this  view,  but  in  all, 
five  cases  of  salmonella  infection  -  later  found  to  be  due  to  So 
sara jane  -  were  detected.  It  was  clearly  improbable  that  the  cause 
of  the  outbreak  was  any  extensive  contamination  of  food  with  these 
organisms  and  suspicion  fell  on  the  kitchen  staff,  the  majority  of 
whom  came  from  southern  .European  countries.  The  general  conditions 
in  the  kitchen  are  very  good  and  the  supervision  excellent.  Speci¬ 
mens  were  obtained  from  all  kitchen  staff,  but  negative  reports 
followed  and  the  primary  source  was  never  traced. 

The  remaining  two  cases  were  a  boy  of  three,  who  was  found  to 
be  carrying  S.  virchow,  while  his  brother  was  a  symptomless  carrier, 
and  a  middle-aged  woman  who  became  infected  with  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium  while  on  holiday  in  Rumania. 

Four  cases  were  notified  in  the  Petworth  Rural  District  and  this 
finding  led  to  lengthy  and  extensive  enquiries.  In  June  a  ’phone 
message  from  the  pathologist  at  St.  Richard’s  Hospital,  Chichester, 
reported  the  finding  of  a  salmonella  in  three  faecal  specimens  from 
a  family  living  m  Petworth,  where  the  mother,  father  and  two  of  the 
three  children  had  suffered  from  gastro-enteritis  the  week  previously. 
The  youngest  child,  who  was  negative,  had  remained  well.  On  enquiry 
it  was  found  that  the  only  article  of  diet  which  had  not  been  shared 
by  the  youngest  child  was  some  cream  prepared  by  the  mother  from  a 
large  quantity  of  milk  brought  by  her  brother  who  lives  near  Warnham. 

It  was  explained  that  the  reason  for  this  gift  was  that  the  brother 
kept  a  cow  which  had  calved  early  in  January,  but  that  the  calf  had 
diedi  For  this  reason  the  trail  moved  to  the  Horsham  R.D.,  where 
enquiries  continued. 

Two  men,  living  near  Warnham  but  employed  by  a  large  firm  in 
Horsham,  had  entered  into  an  informal  partnership  to  purchase  a 
Guernsey  cow  with  the  object  of  breeding  from  her.  One  of  the  par¬ 
tners  shortly  before  had  purchased  a  large  property  outside  the 
village  with  ten  acres  of  land.  It  was  agreed  that  he  would  provide 
facilities  for  grazing,  while  the  partner  would  give  any  necessary 
care  and  be  responsible  for  milking.  The  cow  calved  on  the  1st  June 
and,  as  the  yield  was  more  than  adequate,  milk  was  distributed  free 
to  eight  families,  including  the  one  already  mentioned  in  Petworth. 

On  account  of  the  excessive  yield  the  senior  partner  purchased  a 
second  calf  from  Steyning  market,  which  was  bought  on  the  5th  June, 
but  this  suffered  from  "scouring"  soon  after  arrival  and  died  about 
June  15th.  The  original  calf  developed  similar  symptoms  and  died 
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about  June  22nd 0  Although  the  senior  partner  and  his  wife  admitted 
having  had  fairly  severe  abdominal  symptoms  for  one  day,  their  speci¬ 
mens  were  negative  but  their  daughter,  a  girl  of  school  age,  who  had 
remained  symptom- free,  was  found  to  be  carrying  So  typhi-murium.  A 
specimen  of  milk  taken  at  the  same  time  from  the  refrigerator  of  the 
junior  partner  yielded  the  same  organism,  although  he  and  his  wife 
and  two  daughters  denied  symptoms .  Three  of  their  specimens  later 
proved  positive.  In  addition,  a  mother  and  daughter  from  among  the 
families  living  in  the  Urban  District,  who  were  supplied,  proved  to 
be  carriers o 


(b)  Salmonella  infection  in  a  dairy  herd 

Towards  the  end  of  September  we  learned  that  a  number  of  work¬ 
people  connected  with  one  of  the  largest  dairy  farms  in  the  Horsham 
Rural  District  had  suffered  from  gastro-enteritis,  that  a  calf  had 
died  sind  that  a  report  from  the  Veterinary  Laboratory  at  weybridge 
had  showed  that  Salmonella  dublin  had  been  isolated  from  the  carcase. 

This  was  of  exceptional  interest,  as  Salmonella  dublin  is  usually 
recognised  as  being  widespread  among  cattle,  but  rarely  appears  to 
affect  humans.  Another  point  of  interest  was  that  the  herd,  an 
exceptionally  large  one  with  over  300  cows  in  milk,  is  being  regular¬ 
ly  supervised  under  the  Ministry’s  Brucellosis  Eradication  Scheme  and 
had  therefore  been  "closed"  for  the  previous  fifteen  months. 

On  the  following  day,  five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  bulk 
tanks  containing  approximately  600  gallons  of  mixed  milk  from  evening 
and  morning  milkings.  Four  days  later  the  Brighton  Public  Health 
Laboratory  reported  the  isolation  of  a  salmonella  from  all  five 
samples.  The  organism  was  later  confirmed  as  being  Salmonella  dublin. 

It  was  soon  evident  that  a  number  of  animals  had  required  treat¬ 
ment  during  the  previous  month  or  two,  including  four  cows  which  had 
been  suffering  from  "scouring".  Swabs  taken  by  the  veterinary  surgeon 
were  reported  as  being  negative  and  he"saw  no  reason  to  suspect  an  active 
outbreak  of  salmonellosis  among  the  herd".  The  various  workers  and 
their  families  were  housed  over  a  fairly  wide  area,  but  evidence  of 
recent  intestinal  upset  was  found  in  five  or  six  of  these  families,  so 
specimens  were  collected  from  each  household.  All  had  been  receiving 
untreated  milk  for  their  own  use,  but  it  was  immediately  arranged  by 
the  manager  that  this  should  be  replaced  by  pasteurised  milk.  Only 
one  woman,  the  wife  of  the  milker,  was  reported  as  carrying  a  salmon¬ 
ella  and  this  was  later  confirmed  as  Salmonella  dublin.  It  was  for¬ 
tunate  that  all  milk  produced  on  this  farm,  other  than  that  consumed 
by  the  staff,  was  going  to  pasteurisation. 


(c)  A  further  farm  outbreak  of  salmonellosis  among  calves  had  been 
reported  early  in  the  year  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District,  when 
Salmonella  typhi-murium  was  isolated  from  calves,  while  the  farmer 
and  his  family  had  suffered  from  gastro-intestinal  upsets.  This  was 
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a  milk-producing  farm,  much  of  the  milk  being  consumed  without  heat- 
treatment  o  It  was  possible  to  arrange  pasteurisation  by  informal 
action  and  all  human  specimens  taken  proved  negative.  Following 
further  precautions  by  the  veterinary  surgeon  concerned  and  the 
receipt  of  negative  reports  on  specimens  from  calves  and  domestic 
animals  on  the  premises,  it  was  possible  about  two  months  later  to 
relax  restrictions « 

The  Hazards  of  Milk  and  Cream 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1967  I  wrote  at  some  length  under  the 
above  heading,  dealing  in  particular  with  the  problems  of  Undulant 
Fever  and  the  need  for  stricter  control.  An  unusual  incident  from 
a  different  cause  occurred  on  a  farm  in  the  Horsham  Rural  District 
during  the  year  and  first  appeared  highly  alarming.  Since  January, 
1966,  regular  sampling  of  raw  cream  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
District  Inspectors  in  both  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  Horsham. 
One  such  sample  was  taken  on  the  24th  April,  1969,  from  a  farm  which 
conducts  a  moderate'-sized  roadside  trade  in  cartons  of  cream  and 
where  also  teas  are  served  with  fresh  fruits  and  cream  during  the 
season.  The  herd,  which  is  fairly  considerable,  is  "closed"  and 
the  animals  have  been  vaccinated  with  S19.  On  the  20th  May  the 
owners  were  advised  that  tie  ring  test  for  abortus  was  negative. 

In  the  laboratory,  however,  Guinea  Pig  inoculation  was  carried  out, 
and  on  3rd  June  a  "phone  message  was  received  here  to  say  that  MT.B. 
had  been  isolated  by  Guinea  Pig  inoculation" »  The  official  report 

received  two  days  later  read  "Mu tuberculosis  (provisional)  found 
by  guinea  pig  inoculation.  Report  on  cuD.t-ure  and  typing  of  strain 
of  Mo  tuberculosis  (provisional)  will  fol3,ow". 

Clearly  such  a  report  calls  for  urgent  actdon  and  an  immediate 
visit  was  made  by  the  Deputy  CoP.H.Io  when  the  owners  agreed  not  to 
sell  any  untreated  milk  or  cream  for  the  time  being  —  the  undertaking 
being  confirmed  in  writing  immediately.  However,  on  the  following 
day  one  of  the  owners  rang  to  enquire  why  a  formal  notice  had  not 
been  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  19.59°  A  notice  was  therefore  served  on  6th  June, 
copies  being  sent  to  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  to  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer, 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer 
(who  had  been  advised  of  the  incident  by  telephone  as  soon  as  the 
first  report  was  received).  The  last-named  was  able  to  give  for 
the  herd  a  long  history  of  freedom  from  infection  by  brucellosis, 
but  arranged  for  a  re-test  of  the  entire  herd  immediately. 

The  results  were  entirely  negative  and  after  a  long  discussion 
with  the  Director  of  the  Brighton  Public  Health  Laboratory,  who  had 
in  the  meantime  sent  the  culture  to  the  Central  p.H.L.  at  Colindale, 
it  was  agreed  that  the  notice  should  be  withdrawn.  This  was  done 
on  the  12th  June0  On  the  28th  June  a  further  report  showed  that 
the  acid- fast  bacilli  had  been  finally  identified  as  Mycobacterium 
smegmatis  -  a  virtually  non-pathogenic  organism  to  the  humanT

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Horsham  is  a  compact  town  in  north  Sussex,  surrounded  by 
the  rural  district  of  the  same  name.  Originally  a  typical 
market  town,  it  has  now  altered  in  character  to  become  a  residen¬ 
tial  area  with  some  office  and  light  industrial  building.  In 
common  with  other  towns  situated  within  4o  miles  of  London,  it 
houses  a  fair  proportion  of  residents  who  travel  daily  to  work 
in  that  city. 

The  total  number  of  houses  and  flats  erected  during  the 
year,  at  63  by  private  developers  and  37  by  the  Council,  was  180 
less  than  in  1968.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR ,  M3.  G.E.  MAT ON 


The  most  important  event  in  1969  affecting  the  work  of  the 
Department  was  the  passage  into  law  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969 <>  This 
Act  which  in  general  embodied  the  recommendations  of  the  tfhite  Paper 
"Old  Houses  into  New  Homes"  introduced  two  new  principles  into  the 
improvement  grant  scheme  -  the  first  that  grants  could  be  given 
towards  the  essential  repairs  so  often  necessary  in  older  houses 
and  the  second  that  improvement  of  the  environment  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  at  the  same  time  as  the  improvement  of  houses o  The  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  definition  of  "improvement"  to  include  alteration  and 
enlargement  and  certain  repairs  and  replacements,  together  with 
lifting  the  ceiling  on  discretionary  grants  to  £1,000,  should  pro¬ 
vide  a  much  needed  impetus  to  the  improvement  of  older  houses.  The 
removal  of  any  restriction  on  the  sale  of  a  house  after  improvement 
will  undoubtedly  encourage  the  activities  of  the  property  speculator. 

lA/ith  such  a  fundamental  change  in  grant  policy  it  was  natural 
that  the  first  four  months  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  have  been 
occupied  chiefly  in  explaining  the  scheme  to  interested  parties  and 
1970  should  give  the  first  indications  of  the  success  of  this  latest 
effort  to  arrest  the  decay  of  older  houses.  The  main  difficulty 
with  all  past  improvement  schemes  has  been  to  interest  the  owners 
of  tenanted  houses  and  my  first  impressions  are  that  this  Act  will 
be  no  more  successful  than  its  predecessors.  The  process  of  deter¬ 
mining  rent  increases  has  been  altered  from  a  simple  percentage  of 
the  landlords  cost,  to  a  more  complicated  application  to  the  Rent 
Officer  and  the  benefit  to  the  landlord  is  unattractive  for  the 
first  three  years.  Most  benefit  to  landlords  will  occur  to  those 
who  have  already  improved  their  houses  let  at  rents  controlled  under 
the  Rent  Act,  1997  and  who  may  now  apply  for  a  qualification  Certi¬ 
ficate  to  enable  a  fair  rent  to  be  established. 

The  statutory  powers  of  planning  control  which  include  redevel¬ 
opment  of  town  centres  and  run  down  areas  of  housing,  conservation 
of  areas  of  architectural  and  historical  interest  and  the  planning 
of  new  estates,  have  always  passed  by  the  mass  of  any  town  formed 
by  older  but  solid  housing  with  its  environment  and  road  pattern  of 
a  past  age.  That  part  of  the  1969  Act  which  allows  "General 
Improvement  Areas"  to  be  declared,  with  the  intention  of  improving 
the  environment,  as  well  as  the  houses,  should  direct  more  resources 
to  the  need  to  raise  the  standards  in  the  older  areas  which  will 
undoubtedly  exist  for  many  years  to  come. 

Complaints  received  from  the  public  on  all  matters  at  779  were 
almost  the  same  number  as  1968  (77^0°  The  variety  of  work  carried 
out  by  the  Department  is  best  illustrated  by  reading  the  body  of  the 
report .

Chemical  sampling  of  milk  is  the  responsibility  of  the  West 
Sussex  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority;  by  agreement 
bacteriological  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Horsham  Urban  District 
Council o 

Forty-four  samples  of  milk  and  thirteen  of  cream  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  of  which  five  milk  and  five  cream  failed 
the  methylene  blue  testo 

Seventeen  samples  of  raw  milk  and  eleven  of  raw  cream  were  sub¬ 
mitted  for  biological  examination.  Satisfactory  results  were  obtained 
on  twenty-six  samples .  With  two  samples  of  farm  bottled  milk  they 
were  both  negative  to  ring  test  but  Brucella  abortus  type  2  was  isola¬ 
ted  by  spleen  culture  from  the  guinea  pig  inoculated  with  both  samples. 
This  information  was  passed  to  the  County  and  District  Health  depart¬ 
ments  in  whose  district  the  milk  was  produced. 

ICE  CREAM 


Twelve  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  within  the  District  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brighton  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  methylene  blue  testo  Sample  results  giving  Grade  I 
or  II  are  classed  as  satisfactory,  Grades  III  and  IV  as  unsatisfactory. 
Where  the  laboratory  report  classifies  a  sample  as  unsatisfactory,  a 
repeat  sample  from  the  same  source  is  immediately  taken. 

Details  of  submitted  samples  were  as  follows:-

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Although  until  recent  years  an  essentially  rural  area,  there 
has  of  late  been  extensive  residential  development  at  Lambs  Farm, 
on  the  northern  boundary  of  Horsham,  and  at  Southwater,  Rudgwick, 
Broadbridge  Heath,  Billingshurst  and  Partridge  Green.  A  high 
proportion  of  these  houses  are  occupied  by  erstwhile  town  dwellers, 
who  have  chosen  to  live  in  the  country  at  the  cost  of  lengthy  daily 
journeys  to  their  places  of  work. 

The  major  industries  are  two  large  brickworks  at  Southwater 
and  Warnham.  There  are  also  a  number  of  light  industrial  factor¬ 
ies  at  Billingshurst  and  Partridge  Green. 


Most  of  the  Public  Health  matters  in  which  the  Council  are 
concerned  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee .

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  CONDITIONS  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr„  A-D.  Batty 


When  a  public  health  inspector  undertakes  the  inspection  of 
a  house,  the  benefit  of  the  information  obtained  is  not  confined, 
as  many  people  imagine,  to  the  condition  of  the  property,,  The 
point  is  emphasised  because  it  is  intended  to  put  before  the 
Council  a  scheme  which  will  embrace  the  completion  of  housing 
surveys  in  every  parish  within  a  target  period  of  five  years . 

This  information  is  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & 
Local  Government  and  here  it  is  pertinent  to  quote  Section  70  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1969,  which  makes  it  "the  duty  of  every  local 
authority  to  cause  an  inspection  of  their  district  to  be  made 
from,  time  to  time  with  a  view  to  determining  what  action  to  take 
in  the  performance  of  their  functions  0  •  * o « o  under  the  Housing 
Acts"o  An  inspection  of  the  structure  of  the  house  will  indi¬ 
cate  whether  or  not  the  house  is  fit  to  live  in,  having  regard 
to  the  statutory  standard  of  fitness <>  If  the  house  is  found  to 
be  lacking  in  modern  amenities  and  suitable  for  improvement  with 
grant  aid,  then  both  owner  and  occupier  will  be  given  sufficient 
information  so  as  to  encourage  an  application  for  improvement 
grant o  In  areas  where  main  drainage  is  not  available,  a  de¬ 
tailed  examination  of  the  drainage  disposal  arrangements  will 
be  made  and  any  evidence  supporting  a  claim  for  the  provision 
of  a  public  sewer  will  be  collected  for  detailed  consideration 
by  Committee „ 

An  investigation  into  the  occupation  of  the  house  will 
reveal  any  unsatisfactory  conditions  relating  to  overcrowding, 
any  filthy  or  verminous  conditions,  and  other  matters  which 
might  require  a  remedy  under  the  nuisance  provisions  in  the 
Public  Health  Acts*  Circumstances  which  indicate  that  an 
elderly  person  is  in  need  of  care  and  attention  will  be  also 
revealed  and,  in  fact,  any  unsatisfactory  circumstances  con¬ 
cerning  the  house,  its  occupants  and  the  environment  will  be 
brought  to  light o 

Arrangements  are  made  to  report  the  facts  concerning  each 
parish  survey  to  Committee  as  it  is  completed  and  it  is  hoped 
that  parish  councils  too  will  take  an  interest  in  these  housing 
survey  and  environmental  health  reports  <> 

The  first  full  year  of  "delegation"  has  passed  since  con¬ 
sideration  was  given  to  the  "Maud  &  Mallaby"  Report o  So  far 
as  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned,  this  has  been  an 
unqualified  success o  Bouquets  have  been  received  from  the 
public  concerning  the  speed  and  efficiency  of  dealing  with 
standard  grant  applications  in  particular,  and  also  much  of 
the  trivia  (i.e«  licences  and  certificates  of  registration) 
which  has  consumed  time  and  paper  both  in  and  out  cf  committee, 
is  dealt  with  promptly  and  efficiently  to  everyone's  satisfac¬ 
tion  . 
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T.h©  following  duti.es  have  been  delegated  to  date,  but  it 
must  be  emphasised  that  this  power  is  only  extended  to  approval 
applications  and  any  doubtful  or  other  cases  are  referred  to

Soutine  inspection  of  food  premises  and  the  Court  Proceed¬ 
ings  mentioned  in  the  table  above  again  emphasised  the  lack  of 
proper  rotation  and  stock,  marking  of  perishable  foods.  This 
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Part  1  -  Food  (Continued) 

prompted  the  despatch  of  a  letter  to  2Q3  food  traders  and  extracts 
from  this  circular  letter  are  shown  below. 

"When  making  an  investigation  into  a  complaint  concerning  the 
sale  of  unsound  food,  the  person  carrying  on  the  food  business  will 
be  asked  the  question,  ’What  method  of  stock  rotation,  if  any,  do 
you  employ?’  The  answer  to  this  question  will  have  a  great  bear¬ 
ing  upon  the  decision  of  my  Council  as  to  whether  or  not  proceed¬ 
ings  should  be  taken  in  the  Courts. 

"Recent  discussions  with  persons  in  charge  of  food  businesses 
have  revealed  in  many  cases  the  lack  of  knowledge  concerning  the 
retailing  of  fresh  meat  pies,  cooked  meats  and  fresh  sausages,  des¬ 
pite  the  fact  that  most  manufacturers  provide  literature  on  this 
subject.  For  your  information,  I  am  enclosing  a  pamphlet  produced 
by  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  which  you  are  urged 
to  study  closely. 

"If  you  require  any  advice  or  would  like  to  discuss  this  or 
any  related  food  problem  further,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  con¬ 
tact  this  Department."

Inspections  of  food  premises,  having  regard  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  revealed  7?  contraventions 
which  were  notified  to  occupiers  of  the  food  businesses.  A  total 
of  317  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966  ~ 

68  visits  were  made  under  this  legislation  and  1.8  notices 
were  served  in  respect  of  73  contraventions • 

Proceedings  were  taken  in  the  Magistrates'  Court  against 
three  persons  selling  strawberries  from  the  highway  verge  and  who 
were  convicted  on  a  total  of  twelve  charges.  The  aggregate  of 
fines  totalled  £55.  Os.  Od,  with  £13.  Os.  Od.  costs  awarded  to 
the  Council.  Conditions  at  one  layby  are  worth  describing,  if 
only  to  draw  attention  of  the  unwary  public  to  this  roadside  food 
trading.  Strawberries  in  open  crates  were  deposited  on  the 
ground  of  a  well-used  layby  which  was  extremely  dusty,  littered 
with  assorted  refuse  and  heavily  fouled  with  dog  faeces.  An 
investigation  into  conditions  through  a  gap  in  the  nearby  hedge 
revealed  a  huge  pile  of  empty  punnets,  rotting  strawberries,  fly 
and  wasp  infestation  and  evidence  that  the  area  was  also  used  as 
a  sanitary  convenience  by  the  strawberry  seller.  No  facilities 
were  available  for  hand-washing  and  this  should  be  borne  in  mind 
with  the  known  common  practice  for  the  strawberry  seller  to  pick 
over  the  punnets  in  order  to  place  the  larger  and  more  appetising 
specimens  on  top.  It  is  hoped  that  this  statutory  action  in  the 
Magistrates'  Court  will  either  deter  these  particular  offenders 
or  alternatively ,  ensure  that  basic  hygienic  requirements  of 
roadside  food  trading  are  met. 

Poultry 

72  visits  were  made  to  3  small  units  processing  poultry  and 
10  premises  used  for  slaughtering  turkeys  at  Christmas. 

It  is  estimated  that  19^000  birds  were  processed  during  the 

year  and  that  9»000  turkeys  were  slaughtered  and  de-feathered

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  work  of  providing 
main  drainage  at  the  two  blackspots,  i.e.  Monks  Gate  and  Lyons 
Corner  (Slinfold)  had  not  commenced,  but  there  are  indications 
that  the  use  of  pail  closets  and  discharge  of  crude  sewage  into 
ditches  in  these  areas  will  cease  during  1971° 

It  is  known  that  Coolham  is  in  need  of  main  drainage,  and  no 
doubt  the  proposed  housing  and  environmental  health  surveys  will 
confirm  that  other  hamlets  are  in  a  similar  position. 

(b)  Factory  Farms  and  Agricultural  Buildings 

There  are  a  number  of  such  farm  premises  which  from  time  to 
time  produce  nuisance  conditions  because  primarily  they  are  sited 
in  close  proximity  to  existing  dwellings 0  To  abate  or  mitigate 
smell,  fly,  and  even  noise,  nuisance  in  these  circumstances  pre¬ 
sents  great  difficulties o 


A  farm  building  up  to  5*000  sq.  fto  in  size  is  classed  as 
"permitted  development"  providing  it  is  constructed  not  less  than 
80  fto  from  a  trunk  or  classified  highway »  It  is  somewhat  diffi¬ 
cult  to  explain  the  logic  of  this  legislation  to  a  householder  who 
finds  such  a  building  being  erected  on  his  boundary  fence  without 
the  need  for  planning  consent.  If  such  a  building  should  be 
sited  at  least  80  ft.  from  a  highway,  why  not  require  it  to  be  at 
least  the  same  distance  from  his  dwelling?  And  we  all  know  that 
extensive  "agricultural"  activities  can  be  accommodated  in  a  build¬ 
ing  of  4,999  sq«  ft. 


It  is  most  apparent  that  present  planning  legislation  con¬ 
cerning  the  siting  of  agricultural  buildings  in  close  proximity 
to  dwellings  is  inadequate  and  requires  amendment o

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  -  MR®  MoCo  LEAL 

Environmental  Health 


The  year  of  1969  will  go  down  in  national  history  probably 
as  the  year  in  which  we  suddenly  became  aware  of  the  question  of 
pollution  of  the  environment  at  such  a  rate  as  to  cause  national 
concern,,  For  the  first  time  many  people  could  see  that  the 
gradual  deterioration  in  our  natural  resources  was  such  that  it 
would  be  necessary  for  a  measure  of  conservation  to  be  achieved ® 

On  an  international  level  the  Council  of  Europe  have  agreed 
to  set  up  the  Conservation  Year  1970  when  interested  parties  are 
to  make  a  concerted  effort  to  see  that  we  no  longer  pollute  our 
environment,,  As  I  mentioned  in  ray  report  of  1968,  we  all  share 
the  common  benefits  such  as  the  air,  water  and  foodstuffs  and 
that  whilst  we  in  the  rural  district  are  not  adversely  affected 
by  certain  of  these  things  there  are,  however,  ways  in  which  we 
can  be  affectedo 

One  of  the  major  outcries  against  improving  our  environment 
is  that  it  is  not  an  economic  proposition  to  spend  out  vast  sums 
of  money  to  ensure  a  cleaner  environment  and  yet  on  the  other 
side  those  processes  which  are  causing  the  greatest  pollution 
are  doing  so  for  the  material  benefit  of  a  section  of  the  commun¬ 
ity®  It  is  the  inability  of  mankind  to  truly  assess  his  respon— 
Ability  with  his  neighbour  which  leads  to  the  situation  in  which 
man  is  prepared  to  keep  his  own  area  clean  and  pollute  his  neigh¬ 
bours,  whether  this  be  on  the  scale  of  one's  neighbour  in  the 
v^HaSe  town  or  city,  or  whether  it  is  one's  neighbour  in  the 
country  or  even  on  the  other  side  of  the  world 0  But  whatever 
the  standard  of  pollution  or  the  limits  to  which  it  extends,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  environmental  health  report  we  are  consider¬ 
ing  an  area  of  approximately  80  square  miles  inhabited  by  nearly 
11,000  persons®  We  must,  within  the  confines  of  the  public 
health  laws,  live  together  and  share  communal  facilities  and  so 
we  each  within  this  area  have  our  responsibility  resting  upon 
the  shoulders  of  individuals  as  well  as  those  of  the  officers 
of  the  Local  Authority® 
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Water  Supplies 

Public  Supplies 

The  supply  of  water  within  the  whole  of  the  Petworth  Rural 
District  is  by  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  and  the  sources 
of  supply  are  from  Haslingbourne  -  Petworth,  Hardham  River  supply 
and  Lodsworth  boreholes© 

The  quality  of  the  water  supply  in  the  area  is  satisfactory, 
although  the  quantity  available  at  some  times  during  the  year, 
notably  summer,  is  not  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  people  living 
within  some  areas© 

Pressure  is  still  low  in  the  Northchapel  area  and  this  is 
always  the  source  of  continual  complaint  by  persons  living  there© 
The  area  of  complaint  at  Newbridge,  Wisborough  Green,  which  was 
reported  in  the  1968  report  has  been  rectified  as  in  conjunction 
with  the  Owner  and  the  Water  Board,  the  Main  was  extended  from 
the  east  side  of  Newbridge  to  serve  four  properties  which  hither¬ 
to  had  been  served  by  a  1"  alkathene  pipe  running  some  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  across  fields »  The  water  supply  is  now  sat¬ 
isfactory  in  this  area  and  below  is  a  chemical  analysis  of  the 
water  taken  after  this  Main  was  extendedo 

Sample  of  water  taken  from  Newbridge,  Wisborough  Green, 
showed  that  this  water  was  chlorinated  and  its  appearance  was 
bright  and  clear  with  no  odour ©

The  sample  represents  a  moderately  soft  water  of  excellent 
organic  purity  and  low  salinity,  the  appearance  of  which  was 
attractive©  The  reaction  was  slightly  alkaline  and  the  sample 
was  free  from  any  excessive  traces  of  metallic  contamination© 

As  judged  by  the  chemical  analysis  the  water,  as  sampled, 
is  pure  and  wholesome  and  suitable  for  drinking  purposes©

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Water  Supplies  (Continued) 

During  the  year  4  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  and  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  T.E.  kymer,  carried  out  the 
examinations. 

There  were  no  examinations  made  by  the  District  Council  for 
fluoride  content  during  the  year  and  also  none  of  the  supplies 
were  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Many  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  excessive 
traces  of  iron  in  the  water,  notably  in  the  Fittleworth  area  when 
it  was  quite  unusable  due  to  suspended  matter  being  in  the  water 
for  approximately  half  a  day.  Although  on  chemical  analysis  the 
water  shows  that  the  effect  of  these  particles  does  not  render  it 
unfit,  it  is  extremely  inconvenient  for  consumers  to  use  this 
water  for  various  domestic  operations  and,  as  persons  are  unaware 
that  these  particles  are  in  suspension  in  the  water,  when  hot 
water  taps  are  turned  on,  the  cold  water  from  the  mains  is  fed 
into  storage  tanks  and  thence  into  hot  water  cylinders  and  there¬ 
fore  in  domestic  appliances  there  is  a  build-up  of  silt  formed 
which  becomes  rather  difficult  to  remove.  I  am  aware  that  some 
of  these  disturbances  are  due  to  sudden  change  in  pressure  in 
the  water  mains,  either  by  the  opening  of  a  fire  hydrant  or  for 
sudden  demand  of  large  quantities  of  water  at  any  particular 
point,  by  the  bursting  of  a  main  or  even  by  flushing  out  the  main, 
thence  causing  a  scouring  effect.  In  the  case  of  fractured  or 
broken  mains,  this  is  undoubtedly  unavoidable  but  the  drawing  off 
of  large  quantities  of  water  without  due  respect  for  other  con¬ 
sumers  could  be  avoided  with  a  little  more  care  and  attention. 

Water  is  sampled  regularly  by  the  department  and  out  of  a 
total  of  15  samples  taken  during  1969?  8  were  from  the  public 
mains  and  4  were  from  private  supplies.  One  sample  from  the 
public  supply  produced  a  suspicious  result,  but  on  further  in¬ 
vestigation  it  was  found  that  the  plumbing  of  the  house  was 
defective.  This  matter  was  rectified  and  a  satisfactory  sample 
obtained. 

Of  the  private  supplies,  two  were  found  to  he  unsatisfactory 
and  in  one  case  the  water  was  subjected  to  filtration,  after 
which  a  satisfactory  sample  was  obtained. 


Swimming  Pools 

During  the  year  six  samples  of  water  were  taken,  one  of 
which  was  unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  from 
a  private  school  and  as  a  result  of  negotiations  the  owners  were 
advised  to  disuse  the  pool  until  such  time  as  remedial  works  were 
carried  out  in  the  form  of  providing  proper  filtration  and  gener¬ 
al  cleaning  up  of  the  pool.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  were 
in  hand  to  provide  a  complete  filtration  unit  and  to  renovate  the 
pool. 


There  is  an  increase  in  the  district  in  private  swimming

pools  and  although  the  ownership  is  private  there  is  becoming  a 
greater  practice  of  many  people  visiting  these  pools  by  invitation 
of  the  owners  and  therefore  this  Council  advises  persons  on  how  to 
maintain  their  own  units  and  takes  samples  from  pools  to  check  on 
the  efficiency  of  their  chlorinating  plant  and  filtration  system 
and  to  see  that  the  average  standard  is  higho 

There  is  only  one  pool  within  the  district  to  which  admittance 
is  gained  by  payment  and  this  is  at  the  Petworth  Youth  Centre  on 
the  Midhurst  Road,  Petworth 0  This  pool  is  kept  in  excellent  con¬ 
dition  and  is  frequently  used  by  the  local  school  children,  and  the 
standard  of  maintenance  achieved  at  this  pool  is  very  high  indeedo

7  have  a  main  drainage  system  <,  The  remaining  6  parishes  are 
Barlavington,  Bignor,  Bury,  Duncton,  Stopham  and  Sutton  and  al¬ 
though  there  is  a  scheme  proposed  for  Bury,  Bignor  and  Sutton,  at 
present  there  is  nothing  proposed  for  the  other  three  parishes „ 

The  fact  that  a  parish  has  main  drainage  means  only  that  the  main 
village  in  the  parish  is  the  one  which  benefits  and  the  more  out¬ 
lying  properties  are  still  committed  to  having  cesspool  drainage <> 

The  Bury  Scheme  was  the  subject  of  a  report  to  the  Health 
and  Housing  Committee  in  July  of  this  year,  when  a  report  was  made 
upon  investigations  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  into  the  envir¬ 
onmental  circumstances  in  four  villages,  Sutton,  Bignor,  Westburton 
and  Bury,  which  are  covered  by  three  Parishes  of  Sutton,  Bignor  and 
Bury,  when  it  was  explained  that  a  more  urgent  need  was  for  the 
parish  of  Bury  and  indeed  the  report  of  the  Council  proposed  that 
the  village  of  Bury  only  be  provided  the  drainage,  with  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  linking  Sutton^  Bignor  and  West-burton  to  it  at  some  future 
date.  The  Council’s  consultant  engineers  were  then  asked  to  amend 
their  details  for  submission  of  the  scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  approval 0  At  the  end  of  1969  no  further 
information  was  available  on  this  scheme 0 

The  rate  of  connection  of  properties  to  the  new  sewers  at 
Loxwood,  Plaistow,  Ifold  and  Kirdford  decreased  during  the  year 
and  it  is  only  by  personal  persuasion  that  some  people  will  even 
begin  to  consider  connecting  to  the  sewer o  It  may  seem  a  little 
strange  that  having  fought  for  the  provision  of  sewers  within  an 
area  for  so  many  years,  that  there  are  still  people  who  do  not 
wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  disposing  their 
sewage  from  off  their  own  land  into  the  Council °s  sewer  and  thence 
to  an  appropriate  treatment  works » 

On  the  other  side  there  is  the  growing  feeling  amongst  people 
in  such  ar^as  that  whilst  they  have  suffered  in  silence  their  neigh¬ 
bour's  sewage  causing  a  nuisance,  they  are  no  longer  willing  to 
tolerate  such  a  situation,  and  I  can  see  that  probably  in  the  near 
future  there  will  be  a  need  for  statutory  action  in  the  case  of  a 
few  people  who  do  cause  nuisance o

Cesspools  within  the  kural  District  are  emptied  by  the  firm 
of  Cleansing  Service  (Southern  Counties)  Limited  who  have  con¬ 
tracted  with  this  Council  to  remove  the  contents  of  cesspools  that 
are  within  the  district „  There  is  of  necessity  a  short  time  lag 
between  giving  of  orders  and  the  carrying  out  of  work0  Within  the 


Cesspools  (Continued) 
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past  year  the  backlog  of  work  which  had  built  up  has  been  reduced 
to  reasonable  proportions  and  it  is  very  seldom  that  persons  have 
to  wait  for  a  great  length  of  time  before  having  their  cesspools 
attended  to. 

The  Rural  District  has  1,128  properties  which  require  regular 
emptying  of  cesspools  and  during  the  year  a  total  of  4,142  loads 
were  removed.  There  are,  however,  quite  a  few  drainage  units  in 
the  district  that  do  not  have  regular  emptyings,  since  they  are  in 
relatively  isolated  positions  and  the  drainage  is  on  to  private 
land. 


To  ascertain  the  number  of  cesspools  within  the  district, 
together  with  their  actual  capacities  and  conditions,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  a  full  scale  survey  to  be  carried  out,  and  since  this 
Council  commenced  the  responsibility  of  emptying  the  cesspools,  none 
of  these  figures  have  been  obtained  and  it  is  desirable  that  this 
information  be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  hoped 
that  within  the  coming  year  that  there  will  be  a  further  reduction 
in  the  number  of  cesspools  in  the  district  but  with  the  Building 
Regulations  fixing  a  minimum  size  of  4,000  gallons,  the  tendency 
is  for  the  average  cesspool  to  be  of  a  larger  size  than  their  pre¬ 
decessors,  which  only  held  between  1-2,000  gallons.  There  is  a 
natural  increase  in  the  amount  of  water  which  is  extracted  and  as 
water  consumption  figures  rise,  then  it  is  reasonable  to  assume 
that  the  amount  of  sewage  for  disposal  will  also  rise. 

In  January  of  this  year  I  advised  my  Council  to  consider  the 
adoption  of  the  Housing  Estate  sewers,  and  in  particular  the  one 
at  Greatpin  Croft,  Fittleworth,  in  order  that  private  persons  could 
be  allowed  to  connect  their  drainage  into  our  Council  Estate  and 
since  the  Housing  Estate  sewer  was  a  private  one,  it  was  necessary 
for  the  Council  to  make  a  Declaration  under  Section  17  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  and  to  notify  all  interested  parties.  There  was 
one  objection  raised  to  the  Council’s  proposal  to  vest  the  sewer  in 
itself  and  this  one  objection  has  prevented  the  Authority  from  con¬ 
necting  one  house  to  the  sewer.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  March  of  this  year,  and 
at  the  end  of  1969  there  had  not  even  been  an  enquiry  into  the 
objection.  This  was  no  fault  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  an  early  settlement  will  be  reached  with  regard  to  this 
matter,  so  that  it  will  be  resolved  one  way  or  the  other.  It  would 
appear  that  the  farther  the  matter  is  taken  away  from  a  Local 
Authority,  a  greater  length  of  time  it  will  take  to  get  a  result 
or  a  decision  and  certainly  in  view  of  proposals  made  in  the  Maud 
Report,  published  this  year,  the  signs  are  not  very  good  if  the 
present  situation  of  referring  matters  from  a  Local  Authority  to 
a  more  central  body  are  going  to  take  as  long  as  this  particular 
episode  has  taken  so  far. 

Housing  Act,  1937-69 

Following  on  my  report  of  1968,  I  referred  to  the  fact  that 
in  our  older  houses  we  should  look  towards  providing  modern  amen¬ 
ities  and  therefore  make  the  house  into  a  'home'.

factors  which  came  to  light  was  that  this  Committee  was  exceedingly 
short  of  factual  information  with  regard  to  the  standard  of  housing 
throughout  Great  Britain „  6 

It  has  been  suggested  in  housing  reports  in  the  past  that  each 
Local  Authority  should  have  a  routine  investigation  procedure  for 
their  houses  with  the  standard  of  each  house  being  inspected  once 
in  every  five  years .  This  standard  is  one  which  is  unobtainable 
with  the  amount  ol  staff  which  most  local  authorities  have  at  their 

disposal  and  certainly  with  a  sole  inspector  department  this  is  an 
impossible  tasko 

The  new  Housing  Act  has  brought  closer  the  question  of  repairs 
to  existing  property,  and  I  can  see  that  with  a  high  cost  entailed 
in  the  provision  of  new  council  houses,  it  would  be  an  economic 
proposition  to  bring  older  houses  up  to  present  day  standards  with 
the  provision  of  modern  amenitieso 


The  information  given  in  the  next  few  pages  of  my  report  show 
the  situation  with  regard  to  houses  within  this  district  and  with 
a  proposal  to  build  a  new  old  persons  house  to  be  named  Lund  House, 
there  will  be  provision  for  the  flats  that  are  so  urgently  needed  for 
the  older  members  of  our  community.  This  will  enable  the  Council 
o  take  positive  action  with  regard  to  certain  accommodation  which, 
although  provided  for  older  people,  are  most  unsuitable  and  unfit.

Food  Hygiene 

The  joy  of  being  served  by  various  tradesmen  at  the  door  is 
most  convenient  for  the  average  housewife  and  local  traders  can 
carry  out  this  service  for  their  customers  in  a  commendable  manner « 
However,  many  people,  seeing  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  quick 
sale,  purchase  these  vans,  stock  up  with  food  and  tear  around  the 
district  selling  this  food  as  quickly  as  possible  and  in  many  cases 
in  a  most  unhygienic  manner »  During  the  year  on  several  occasions, 

I  have  stopped  traders  and  inspected  their  vans  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  .Regulations,  1966, 
and  find  that  in  a  majority  of  cases  there  are  no  washing  facilities 
provided  and  that  the  owners  and  traders  have  very  little  idea  of 
the  requirements  of  these  food  laws,,  People  concerned  in  this  type 
of  exercise  are  usually  from  the  larger  towns,  probably  having  found 
that  they  cannot  trade  in  the  town  so  easily  because  of  traffic  con¬ 
gestion  etCo  and  think  that  they  can  descend  on  rural  communities 
who  are  not  so  rushed  as  their  town  cousins,,  It  is  intended,  in 
the  near  future,  to  pay  more  attention  to  these  people  and  at  present 
in  cases  where  defects  are  found  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  of  the 
area  where  the  van  is  garaged  is  informed  of  the  defects  and  asked 
for  his  co-operation  in  seeing  that  the  van  is  brought  up  to  standard,,

The  amount  of  time  which  the  Rodent  Operator  has  available  after 
carrying  out  his  normal  work  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  precludes  him  from  engaging  any  re-chargeable  work  for  private 
individuals  and  persons  are  encouraged  to  take  their  own  action  with 
regard  to  normal  household  infestations  since  there  are  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  convenient  preparations  for  dealing  with  such  problems » 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  the  problem  of  wasps 
could  still  be  dealt  with  by  the  department  and  that  no  charge  should 
be  made  for  this  service 0 

The  report  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  pesticides  and  other 
toxic  chemicals  was  to  be  published ,  and  although  some  information 
has  been  produced  in  the  press,  at  the  end  of  this  year  copies  were 
not  available  of  their  review  of  certain  persistent  organochlorine 
pesticides  which  are  used  in  Great  Britain  This  report,  no  doubt, 
will  cause  the  Authorities  to  reconsider  the  chemicals  which  they 
use  in  infestation  control,  since  the  indiscriminate  use  of  such 
chemicals  leads  to  the  pollution  of  the  environment  both  by  physi¬ 
cally  interfering  with  watercourses,  earth  and  plants,  and  also  the 
effect,  which  has  been  widely  publicised,  on  bird  iife<> 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9 


One  full-time  operator  is  employed  in  the  department  to  deal 
with  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  within  the  rural  district.. 

He  is  supplied  with  a  van  and  the  necessary  equipment  to  carry  out 
all  types  of  work  and  where  treatments  are  carried  out  on  domestic 
premises,  these  are  free  of  charge,  but  where  treatments  are  car¬ 
ried  out  on  business  premises,  then  a  charge  is  made  based  on  time 
and  materials  and  often  treatments  carried  out  include  farm  surveys 
and  control  work„

Visits  are  made  to  places  of  public  resort  such  as  lay-bys,  and 
again  as  reported  in  1968  these  areas  are  continually  being  strewn  with 
rubbish  and  discarded  food  which  attracts  ratso  It  seems  to  be  that 
when  more  people  have  more  time  on  their  hands  for  leisure,  then  they 
inevitably  move  towards  popular  areas  such  as  the  countryside  and  empty 
their  rubbish,  either  in  the  nearest  lay-by  or  over  the  hedge  into  a 
farmer's  field.  It  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  make  47 
visits  to  these  types  of  areas  in  order  to  control  the  rats  to  be 
found  there. 

The  Council  sewage  works  received  routine  visits  and  in  all  55 
visits  were  made. 

The  control  of  rats  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip,  which  is  situated 
behind  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Petworth,  has  continued  during  the  year 
and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  from  this  area« 

During  the  year  one  main  sewerage  system  was  treated  for  rats  and 
although  the  whole  village  of  Wisborough  Green  was  treated  there  was 
found  to  be  no  infestation  at  alio 

The  total  number  of  visits  carried  out  to  all  premises  by  the 
rodent  operator  during  the  year  was  l,680o

There  are  four  animal  boarding  establishments  within  the  rural 
district  and  although  these  premises  were  visited  during  the 
year  there  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  found 0 

2.  Rent  Act ,  1957 

No  applications  were  received  or  certificates  issued  under  this 
legislation. 

3.  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Act,  1928-36 

The  Petworth  Rural  District  Council  are  members  of  the  Association 
for  Petroleum  Acts  Administration,  and  as  Petroleum  Officer  to  this 
Council  I  represent  them  at  all  meetings  of  the  south  eastern  branch. 

All  licences  issued  during  1969  were  based  on  the  new  Home  Office 
Codes. 

There  are  23  private  installations  and  l8  public  filling  stations 
making  a  total  of  4l  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit. 

Clean  Air  Act.  1936-1968 

During  the  year  l8  notifications  were  received  under  Section  3 
for  the  installation  of  boilers  for  all  furnaces  exceeding  33^000 
B.T.U’s  per  hour. 

This  district  has  no  large  industrial  concerns  and  therefore  is 
comparatively  free  of  atmospheric  pollution.  However,  some  complaints 
are  received  of  nuisance  from  household  oil  fired  boilers  with  regard 
to  smell  and  this  was  found  to  be  due  to  malfunction  of  the  equipment 
possibly  due  to  lack  of  maintenance.  One  of  the  problems  which 
causes  this  is  the  fact  that  many  people  have  their  solid  fuel  boilers 
converted  to  oil  fired  appliances  with  very  little  alteration  being 
carried  out  and  very  little  thought  given  to  the  question  of  pollution 
being  emitted  into  the  atmosphere,  especially  where  the  chimney  adjoins 
another  property. 


Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1930 

The  licensing  of  premises  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste 
Foods)  Order  1937  was  delegated  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council 
to  the  Petworth  Rural  District  Council,  together  with  a  list  of  five 
premises  which  had  existing  licences.  A  survey  carried  out  during 
the  year  of  premises  licensed  and  also  where  pigs  swill  was  known  to 
be  boiled  was  carried  out  and  this  led  to  the  revocation  of  five 
premises  which  were  previously  licensed  by  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council  and  the  issue  of  a  new  licence  to  one  person  to  boil  swill. 

During  the  year  there  was  cause  for  complaint  from  one  mein  who 
was  boiling  swill  to  the  annoyance  of  his  neighbours  and  an  inspec¬ 
tion  revealed  that  he  was  not  complying  with  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
(Waste  Foods)  Order  1957  and  this  licence  was  revoked  by  the  Council 
at  their  following  meeting. 
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APPENDIX  A 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


A.  By  Local  Health  Authority 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  services  provided,  in  the 
area  of  the  Combine,  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority,, 

(a)  Nursing :  The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  District 
Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses,  In  the  vil¬ 
lages'  it  is  usual  for  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  School 
Nurse  to  be  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse.  In  Horsham  the 
Health  Visitors  act  as  School  Curses ,  but  District  Nurses  and  Mid¬ 
wives  operate  separately. 

(b)  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare;  Child  Health  Clinics  are 
held  as  follows :- 

1*  Horsham  -  at  Health  Clinic  in  Hurst  Road.  Sessions  are  held 
twice  weekly,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  2.30  p.m.,  a 
doctor  being  in  attendance  on  the  latter. 

2.  Horsham  -  at  Health  Clinic  in  Leechpool  Lane,  Roffey.  Sessions 
are  held  twice  weekly  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  at  2.30  p.m., 
a  doctor  being  in  attendance  on  Wednesdays. 

Both  these  clinics  are  available  to  residents  from  the 
adjoining  parishes,  as  well  as  to  those  living  in  the  town. 

3»  Petworth  -  The  Surgery,  Tudor  House,  Lombard  Street.  Weekly 
sessions  are  held  on  Fridays  from  2.30  p.m.,  a  doctor  being 
in  attendance. 

4.  Loxwood .  Monthly  sessions  are  held  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in 
the  month  from  2«30  p.m.,  in  the  Village  Hall,  with  a  doctor  in 
attendance. 

3.  Southwater .  Sessions  are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday 
in  the  month  from  2.30  p.m.  in  the  Village  Hall,  with  a  doctor 
in  attendance. 

6.  Partridge  Green  -  Methodist  Hall,  High  Street.  Sessions  are 

held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  in  the  month  from  2.30  p.m., 
with  a  doctor  in  attendance  on  the  latter  Tuesday. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  "Weighing  Centres"  are  held  at 
Barns  Green,  Billingshurst ,  Broadbridge  Heath,  Colgate,  Rudgwick, 
Cowfold,  Rusper,  Shipley,  Slinfold,  Warnham,  Wisborough  Green  and 
Kirdford. 

A  relaxation  class  is  held  at  Horsham  Health  Clinic  weekly  at 
2.30  p.m.  on  Thursdays. 

(c)  School  Health  Service:  Regular  inspections  of  children 
are  carried  out  at  all  the  schools  by  the  District  M.O.H.  and  other 
School  Medical  Officers  in  the  service  of  the  County  Council. 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows 
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Horsham  Urban  District 


At  the  Health  Clinic  in  Hurst  Road  -  Bye  and  Speech  Clinics. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  at  Tan  Cottage,  Brighton  Road. 

A  dental  surgeon  operates  from  the  Health  Clinic,  where 
sessions  are  held  for  the  treatment  of  children  with  defective 
teeth.  Orthoptic  Clinics  are  held  in  Horsham  Hospital. 

Immunisation  sessions  are  held  at  Horsham  and  Roffey  Clinics 
but  in  addition  visits  are  made  to  various  centres,  when  the  numbers 
to  be  dealt  with  are  sufficient  to  justify  this. 

Horsham  Rural  District 

The  above  facilities  are  available  to  children  from  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  parishes  of  the  rural  district. 

Petworth  Rural  District 


The  following  clinics  are  available  for  children  resident  in 
the  district :- 


Bye  Clinics  are  held  at  Chichester 
Speech  Therapy  in  schools 
Orthoptics  at  Chichester 
Orthopaedic  facilities  at  Chichester 
Physiotherapy  Clinics  at  Petworth  as  required 
A  mobile  dental  unit  visits  schools  in  the 
area  at  regular  intervals 
Immunisation  at  Centres  throughout  the  area 
Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Chichester 

(d)  Ambulance  Service ;  In  the  County  of  West  Sussex  the 
Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

At  the  Horsham  Ambulance  Station  the  full-time  staff  consisted 
of  seven  ambulancemen  and  a  Station  Officer.  Four  vehicles  are 
in  use.  During  1969?  12,5^2  patients  were  transported  by  the  Horsham 
ambulances,  the  mileage  covered  being  87,725,  and  by  the  Ambulance 
Car  Service,  2 8,282  patients  were  transported  to  and  from  hospitals 
and  clinics,  the  mileage  covered  totalling  368,33^  as  compared  with 
331*^89  during  1968. 

B.  Other  Facilities 

(i)  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services;  A  comprehensive  hospital 
sind  specialist  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Hospital  accommodation  of  a  private  nature  is  available  in  certain 
circumstances,  subject  to  appropriate  charges. 

(ii)  General  Medical  and  Dental  Services;  Everyone  is  entitled, 
as  part  of  the  arrangements  of  the  National  Health  Service,  to 
general  medical  and  dental  care.  Local  arrangements  for  these 
services  are  organised  through  the  National  Health  Executive  Council 
for  West  Sussex,  175 »  Broyle  Road,  Chichester. 
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(iii)  Family  Planning  Clinic ;  A  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Health  Clinic  in  Hurst  Road  every  Tuesday  and  fourth  Wednesday 
in  the  month  from  7  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  This  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Horsham  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association,  but  the  pre¬ 
mises  are  made  available  to  the  Committee  by  the  County  Council 
without  charge. 

(iv)  Horsham  Chest  Clinic :  This  is  held  in  Horsham  Health  Clinic, 
adjoining  the  hospital,  and  is  available  to  all  residents  in  the  area. 

(v)  Venereal  Diseases:  Patients  may  attend  the  Clinic  at  the 
Worthing  Hospital  or  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
Facilities  are  also  available  at  Redhill  General  Hospital.  Treatment 
is  confidential  and  times  are  as  follows

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APPENDIX  B 
WATER  EXAMINATION 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Engineer  to  the  North  West  Sussex 
Water  Board,  for  information  regarding  the  examination  of  water  at 
source.  All  examinations  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  T.B.  Wood,  B.Sc., 
A.M.  Inst.  F.,  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  to  the  Board.  The 
following  comments  are  made:- 

1  (a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 

quality  and  adequate  in  quantity. 

(b)  No  incidents  of  contamination  were  detected. 

(c)  Fluoride  readings  will  be  found  in  the  table  of  chemical 
analyses  and  can  generally  be  said  to  be  in  the  order  of 
0.1  ppm.F. 

2  (a)  Details  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are 

shown  in  the  following  tables. 

(b)  The  characteristics  of  the  water  are  such  as  not  to  give 
rise  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  The  few  samples  analysed 
for  lead  have  shown  this  metal  to  be  absent. 

The  Chief  Engineer  has  kindly  provided  me  with  the  following 
extract  from  his  Annual  Report  and  has  also  permitted  me  to  quote 
the  section  on  Chemical  Analyses. 

MThe  Ministry  of  Health  Report  No.  71  on  Bacteriological 
Examination  of  Water  Supplies  states  that  a  Coliform  count  of  over 
10  organisms  per  100  mis.  and/or  the  presence  of  1  or  2  E.  Coli  or¬ 
ganisms  renders  the  water  unsatisfactory.  A  further  stipulation 
states  that  95%  of  all  samples  taken  during  any  one  year  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  water  supply  should  be  free  from  E.  Coli  organisms. 

Table  II  is  prepared  to  show  the  purity  of  the  Final 
Waters  (waters  pumped  into  supply)  and  the  waters  within  the  dis¬ 
tribution  system  as  sampled  at  consumers1  taps  and  at  various 
points  on  the  Board's  appliances.  Details  of  the  Raw  Waters 
are  given  for  comparison  purposes. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  Chemist  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  various  authorities  within  the 
Board's  area  who  take  samples  of  the  water  supply  as  a  statutory 
obligation.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  situation  and  the  Board 
are  grateful  for  their  continued  vigilance. 

Comments  on  Table  II  are  necessary  as  follows :- 

1*  Almost  all  the  raw  waters  have  shown  some  deterioration 

in  bacterial  purity  this  year. 

Two  final  waters  have  dropped  below  the  ideal  standard 
of  '100%  of  samples  free  from  coliform  organisms'.  The 
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"samples  which  gave  rise  to  this  situation  were  of  1  or 
2  coliforra  organisms  per  100  mlo  so  individually  were 
considered  satisfactory .  Retest  samples  taken  on  each 
occasion  showed  the  water  to  be  devoid  of  coliform.  All 
samples  were  devoid  of  E.  Colio 

3.  Samples  which  are  placed  under  the  heading  of  'Distribution' 
are  taken  at  random  throughout  the  Board's  area  from  consumer 
taps.  Such  points  are  not  fitted  with  sampling  taps  as  are 
the  Board’s  installations  and  as  such  are  not  easy  to  steri¬ 
lise  o  This  fact  and  the  fact  that  more  samples  have  been 
taken  in  this  respect,  accounts  for  the  digression  from  the 
expected  high  standard  of  purity . 

4.  Satisfactory  bacteria  results  are  always  obtained  from  new 
mains  before  they  are  allowed  to  provide  drinking  water. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSES 

Average  chemical  analyses  have  been  set  out  in  table  form,  for 
all  the  Raw  Waters  and  Final  Waters  at  the  Board's  Pumping  Stations. 

Changes  in  character  of  the  waters  pumped  into  supply  as  com¬ 
pared  with  previous  years  are  insignificant  but  one  or  two  comments 
are  warranted  in  connection  with  the  figures  obtained,. 

Due  to  a  small  quantity  of  Manganese  being  present  in  No»  4 
and  No.  6  Boreholes  at  Hardham  t)  the  final  water  pumped  into  supply 
contains  a  trace  of  this  material.  This  small  quantity  of  Mangan¬ 
ese  is  no  detriment  to  the  water  quality  but  a  nuisance  factor  is 
created  by  its  deposition  within,  the  Board's  mains.  Apart  from 
this  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  total  hardness  as  com¬ 
pared  with  last  year's  figure,  the  water  remains  remarkably  consis¬ 
tent  in  view  of  the  seasonal  changes  in  river  water  quality  and 
the  final  water  being  a  mixture  of  borehole  water  and  treated  river 
water. 


Nutbourne  and  Smock  Alley  Pumping  Stations  have  again  only 
been  run  to  supplement  the  water  supply  at  peak  demand  periods 
so  few  samples  have  been  obtained  of  these  waters.  These  places 
are  however  used  as  sampling  points  for  the  Hardham  water  which 
is  supplied  into  their  respective  distribution  areas. 

The  analyses  of  the  water  from  the  boreholes  into  the  Folk- 
stone  Sands  at  Hardham  have  continued  to  change  gradually  over 
the  period  under  review.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain 
a  fixed  pumping  pattern  during  the  year  to  assist  in  the  recharge 
experiments  and  as  No.  2  Borehole  has  been  rested  during  this 
time  no  analyses  have  been  obtained. 

The  two  new  sources,  No.  7  Folkestone  Borehole  and  Lodsworth 
No.  3  Borehole,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  have  not  been 
put  on  to  supply  as  yet  but  works  to  achieve  this  are  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  brought  into 
use  in  the  near  future.  Neither  is  expected  to  give  rise  to  any 
marked  differences  in  the  water  character  supplied  from  the  respec¬ 
tive  stations."
